VIENTIANE (Delayed) (AP)—Anti-Communist 
forces loyal to right-wing Gen. Phoumi Nosavan cap- 
tured the battle-scarred center of Vientiane Wednes- 


50 Koreans 
Hijack Boat; 
FleetoChina 


SEOUL (UPI)—About 50 
South Koreans hijacked a fish- 
ing boat Friday and defected to 
Communist China. 


The Republic of Korea Air 
Force has dispatched jet fight- 
ers to halt the craft which was 
bound for Tsingtao, on the Chi- 
nese mainland. 


The Koreans, armed with 
Communist-type burp guns, 
overpowered the crew of the 
3il-ton ferry boat Kyungju ear- 
ly Friday and forced the skip- 
per to head the vessel for Com 
munist China. 


The ferry was headed from 
the port of Mokpo on the south- 
western tip of South Korea for 
Cheju-do, an island south of the 
peninsula that was the site of 
A POW camp during the Korean 

ar. 


The defectors, who included 
one teacher, and several high 
school students, killed one ROK 
soldier and a Marine and 
wounded one other soldier in 
a bloody clash with passengers. 


They broke into the ferry 
boat’s arms locker when the 
vessel nad completed about one- 
third of the 90-mile trip. 


They overpowered the crew 
of the ship about midnight and 
held the Captain, Lee Kyu 
Ryong, prisoner in: the wheel- 
house until 4 a.m, 


A South Korean fishing boat, 
the 15-ton vessel Napoli, came 
into sight about 4 a.m. and the 
defectors ordered. it to halt. 
They kidnaped the ferryboat’s 
navigator and boarded the small 
craft to continue their journey, 
according to Capt. Lee, 


The defectors told the captain 


they wanted to go to North Ko- 


rea but were afraid to make the 
long journey up the west coast 
of Korea. They said they 
would go to Red China and take 
a train to North Korea. 


News of the defection was 
delayed because the defectors 
smashed the ferryboat’s radios. 

The ferry returned to Mokpo 
about 2 p.m, Friday. 


Japan Must Settle 
Issues First: ROK 


SEOUL (AP)—The Republic 
of Korea Government Friday 
expressed opposition to Japan's 
reported desire to establish di- 
plomatic relations before settle- 
ment of a few thorny issues be- 
tween th¢ twe countries. 


Commenting on press reports 
from Tokyo on a meeting be- 
tween the two chief negotia- 
tors, Renzo Sawada and Yu 
Chin O, Foreign Vice Minister 
Kim Yong Shik said his govern- 
ment still maintains that key 
pnding issues be settled before 
normalization of diplomatic re- 
lations between Japan and 
South Korea. 


Kim, however, added his of- 
fice had not received a formal 
report on the Sawada-Yu meet- 
ing. | 

Kim also said that full-fledg- 
ed normalization talks ‘should 
begin when agreement on set- 
tlement of the controversial 
questions is all but reached, and 
voiced objection to the report- 
ed Japanese proposal to open 
formal negotiations on Jan. 25.

Foreign Minister Zentaro Ko- 
saka denied yesterday he has 
received any proposition from 
the Republic of Korea on a “lit- 
tle summit” conference of the

Attacking Phoumi units led 
by one tank and four armored 
cars sliced into heart of it three 
hours after they began to bom- 
bard the city. 

But the defenders, stre 
ed by Russian arms and am- 
munition flown in from Com- 
munist Hanoi, rallied after 
nightfall and pushed them back 
several blocks north and east 
of the center of the city. 

After a night of confused and 
scattered shelling and machine- 
gun fire, Phoumi’s troops began 
> inch back »/ednesday morn- 
ng. 
Fighting swirled for 12 hours 
around the American Embassy, 
deserted telegraph office and 
four-story Constellation Hotel 
where the Australian Legation 
is located and several Western 
correspondents are billeted. 

Constellation, crowded with 
neighborhood refugees, was hit 
by mortar shell and machinegun 
fire. So far no one has been 
injured. 

The hotel, which suffered 
three direct hits Wednesday, 
was hit by mortars twice again 
during Thursday morning's 
fighting. 

It was tn direct line of fire 
again. 

Regular cormreunications with 
the outside world were cut off 
within minutes of the first bar- 
rage Tuesday. Teletype ope 
rators and other telegraph per- 
sonnel scattered from the Post 
and Telegraph Building. 

The American Embassy sent 
brief dispatches pooled by West- 
ern correspondents through its 
facilities. 

Other correspondents have 
braved fire and shelling to trek 
overland to Tadeuh, 14 miles 
south of Vientiane, to ferry 
their stories across the Mekong 
River to the Thai port of Nong- 
kai from which it can be relay- 
ed on a gne-key telegraph or 
by train to Bangkok. 

An officer with the advancing 
forces said Kong Le’s men had 
fallen back on the airport at 
the Western end of the town.

Herter’s offer to the 15-nation 
North Atlantic Alliance was 
conditional upon the allies be- 
ginning a far-reaching study on 
how to share political control 
of the nuclear force. 

The offer was also intention- 
ally conditional insofar as Her- 
ter cannot bind the hands of 
President-elect John Kennedy 
who takes office Jan. 20. 

Initially the massive atomic 
punch offered by Herter would 
remain under direct control of 
the United States although tied 
to the specific defense of NATO 
areas. 

The foreign and defense min- 
isters of the 15-nation Atlantic 
Alliance met Friday in annual 


review to discuss what the Uni-

ted States considers the Increas- 
ed belligerency of Soviet Russia. 

The U.S. view was presented 
by Herter at the opening ses- 
sion on the three-day top-level 
Western meeting. 


Taking the floor immediately 
after the formal opening re 
marks by NATO Secretary Gen- 
eral Paul-Henri Spaak, Herter 
was understood to have told his 
NATO partners that the world 
situation has worsened in the 
past year. 

The purpose of the annual 
session is to conduct a formal! 
probe of Communist intentions 
and decide what the West will 
do to counter Red moves. 


Herter’s view that the world 
condition has generally worsen- 
ed since the NATO meeting last 
December was understood to be 
generally supported by most of 
the NATO powers, specifically 
including Britain, France and 
West Germany.

The appointment by Roman 
Catholic Kennedy of Goldberg, 
son of a poor Jewish family 
from Chicago’s west side, as 
secretary of labor brought to 
five the number of Jews who 
have had cabinet appointment 
in the U.S.

Ribicoff, Kennedy’s choice a 
few days ago for secretary of 
health, education and welfare 
was the fourth.

The 9%nation group passed 
the 24-nation proposal by a vote 
of 47 to 20, with 28 abstentions. 

The measure, which now goes 
to the General Assembly, 
would: 

~—-Recognize the right of Al- 
gerian people to self-determina- 
tion and independence. 

~~Recognize the need for in- 
ternational guarantees for the 
implementation of this right on 
the basis of territorial integrity 
of Algeria. 

-——Recognige that the U.N. has 
a responsibility to contribute 
toward this implementation. 

-—Decide that the U.N. shall 
organize and conduct a referen- 
dum “whereby the Algerian 
people shall freely determine 
the destiny of their entire coun- 

" é 

The resolution carried over 
the objections of United States 
and other Western nations, who 
cautioned that the U.N. has no 


right to intervene in what 
France considers a domestic 
problem.

The committee approved the 
Afro-Asian proposal as a whole 
after voting on five separate sec- 
tions, 

The controversial fourth T- 
ative paragraph, the one calling 
for a U.N.-supervised referen- 
dum, squeezed through with a 
38 to 33 vote, with 23 absten- 
tions.

One Plane Crashes 
in Brooklyn Office 
Area Starting Fires 


NEW YORK (UPI — 
Two giant airliners with 
125 passengers aboard, one 
a United DC8 jet and the 
other a TWA Stiper Con- 
stellation, collided in a 
snowstorm over New York 
City Friday and plunged 
in flames on Brooklyn and 
Staten Island. ~ 

Police said that more than 100 
persons appeared to have been 
killed in the disaster. 

Fire Commissioner Edward 
F. Cavanagh estimated at least 
50 persons were dead in the 
Brooklyn crash. That Was the 
United Flight 826 nonstop from 
Chicago carrying 76 passengers 
and seven crewmembers. 

There were 37 passengers and 
five crew on TWA Flight 266 
out of Dayton and Columbus, 
Ohio. The Coast Guard report- 
ed it had picked up~six survi- 
vors by helicopter and carried 
them to a hospital. 

Some injured surviyors were 
reported in the United crash in 
Brooklyn. 

The United plane started a 
fivealarm fire, setting office 
buildings aflame. 


TWA said its plane was a 
Super Constellation, 

All auxiliary poliee-in. Brook- 
Iyn were called out. The scene 
of the crash was on Flatbush 
Avenue between the downtown 
section of Brooklyn and Pros- 
pect Park. 

The TWA .plane came down 
near Miller's field, a small air- 
port on Staten Island across the 
harbor from Brooklyn. 


Fire equipment from Manhat- 
tan was dispatched across the 
bridges to Brooklyn. At least 
10 buildings were aflame. 

United Airlines said a DC8 jet 
from Chicago was Myerdue at 
International Airport, 

Police reported “the TWA 
plane might be a Boeing 707 
jet. 


Mrs. Rose Sweeney of Brook- 
lyn said: “The cfash shook 
my whole house. They can't 
get the fire under control. Peo- 
ple are being evacuated and 
running around _.screaming. 
Homes and buildings are on 
fire.” 


A morning rain had turned to 
snow shortly before the colli- 
sion. —* 


An eyewitness to the Staten 
Island crash, Petef “ Bennett, 
said: “Through the window of 
St. Charles Seminary, we saw a 
four-engined plane explode in 
the air. A wing came off, Then 
it crashed.” 


The Rev. Raymond Morgan, 
who was walking in Brooklyn, 
said: 

“I saw something, that looked 
like a guided missile*coming out 
of the sky. I ran tothe corner, 
heard an explosion,.and saw a 
large flame that went skyward. 
I got as close as pould, but 
the flames and heat«were ter- 
rific. I saw three bodies in the 
debris.” 


United and TWA planes pre- 
viously were involved in the 
worst crash in commercial avia- 
tion history when two of their 
planes collided over the Grand 
Canyon on June 30,.1956, kill-

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New Traffic Ordinance 


Changes Ma

This is the eighth of a series of 
nine articles explaining the new, 
Road Traffic Ordinance 
gees into effect Dec. 20. 


Tokyo driving school owners 
are highly jubilant these days 
because an amazing number of 
persons have enrolled in their 


co 


institutions since last summer. 

One Shinjuku driving school | 
is reported to be crowded with | 
nearly 1,000 students daily. 
More than 100,000 hopeful per- 
sons appeared at the Metropoll- 
tan Police Department's Fuchu 
Driving Test Center in last Sep- 
tember alone to take driver's 
examinations. About 70,000 of 
the applicants were successful. 

The number of licensed 
drivers in Tokyo has increased 
80 markedly recently that it 
now totals nearly three times as 
many as the actual number of 
registered vehicles in the metro- 
polis. As of last November, 
there were more than 1,400,000 
licensees—or one out of every 


Were only a little over 580,000 
vehicles—or one vehicle for 
every 16 Tokyo citizens. 

The extraordinary rush to 
get licenses came in the wake 
of the announcement last sum- 
mer of the enforcement of the 
new traffic ordinance on Dec. 
20. 


Rumors were spread that 
under the new regulations li- 
censes would be issued only to 
those who have parking space, 
or that the driver's test would 
become extremely difficult, “In- 
formed” sources spread a re- 
port that the present license 
for a medium-sized sedan (e.g. 
Datsun) would automatically 
become valid for a_ standard- 
sized sedan (most American 
cars) under the new law. 

The Traffic Section officials 
of the National Police Agency 
denied all these rumors, how- 
ever. 

There are some 
changes concerning the method 
for issuing licenses under the 
new law, said the officials. How- 
ever, the revisions are neither 
as bad nor as ideal a revision 
as generally believed by the 
public. 

Under the new law, the so 
called primary category licenses 
(licenses for nonbusiness or 
private use motor vehicles) 
will’ be consolidated from the 
existing 10 kinds into six major 
groups. 

The six are licenses for: (1) 

motor vehicles (such 


or more persons and four-wheel 
trucks with a loading capacity 
of five or more tons), (2) stand- 
ard.and medium-sized sedans, 
(3) special duty vehieles {such 
as Wreckers afid tanks), (4)

ment of more than 250 c.c., and 
(6) light motor vehicles (such 
as three and four wheelers with 
a cylinder displacement of less 
than 360 c.c., including midget 
three-wheel] trucks and midget 
sedans, plus motorcycles and 
scooters with a cylinder dis- 
placement of less than 250 c.c. 


As a result, the existing driv- 
er’s license for medium-sized 
sedans is integrated into the 
license for standard-sized sedan. 
This, however, does not mean 
that those who now have the 
licenses for medium-sized sedans 
will be permitted to drive 
standard-sized sedans under the 
new law, as erroneously believ- 
ed by many persons. In order 
to drive a standard-sized sedan, 
they still have to pass a driver's 
test for the standard-sized 
sedan. 


To operate a motorbike, a pert 
mit, instead of a driver's license 
is required under the present 
law. But the new law stipulat- 
es that drivers of motorbikes 
are also required to have speci- 
fic license for the vehicle. 


Age qualifications for primary 
category driver's licenses are 
changed as follows: To drive 
vehicles listed under (1), (2) 
and (3) of the above-mention- 
ed six groups of vehicles, the 
drivers must be over 18 years 
old, and for vehicles classified 
under (4), (5) and (6) plus 
motorbikes, drivers must be 
over 16 years old. 


Another feature of the license 
system under the new regula- 
tions is that qualifications for 
the physically handicapped have 
been relaxed.

The valid period of a driver’s 
license remains three years as 
under the present law, but the 
basis for calculating the date 
of expiration will be revised 
under the new law. The new 
law provides that the valid 
three-year period will start at 
the date of renewal, while the 
existing law says the basis for 
counting goes back to the date 
the license is issued. 

In the case where a person 
has two or more licenses, the 
valid period of these licenses 
is based on the date of issuance 
of the first license, under the 
present law. The new law 
counts from the date of issuance 
of the last license. 

The new regulations also sti- 
pulate: “Whenever an occasion 
arises necessitating alteration 
of any part of a driver's license,

Two Metropolitan Police De- 
partment officers offered a con- 
dolence gift to the joint memo 
rial service for the assassin of 
the late Socialist Party Chair- 
man Inejiro Asanuma, held by 
rightist groups in Tokyo Thurs- 
day, it was revealed late Thurs- 
day night. 

Etsuro Shoji and Haruhisa 
Takegawa, both police inspec- 
tors of the MPD Public Securi- 
ty Section, admitted they pre- 
sented ¥500 at the memorial 
service for the assassin Otoya 
Yamaguchi at the Hibiya Pub- 
lic Hall, but denied that they 
had any specific “connection” 
with the rightists. - 

The two police i rs, 
both of whom handle leftist, 
not rightist, movements, ex- 


plained that their action had 


been “indispensable” to obtain 
investigation data on rightist ac- 
tivities. 


“We often use the same tac- 
tics in order to sneak into 
leftists’ meetings,” they said. 

The “condolence money” was 
not to express their condolence 
to the death of the fanatic 
rightist assassin, but to be quali- 
fied to enter the memorial serv- 
ice, said the two officers. 

“It's like buying entrance 
tickets for us,” said Shoji. 

The fact remains, however, 
that about 50 plainclothes men 
in charge of rightist movements 
had already been stationed in- 
side the public hall on exactly 
the same mission the two police

assigned to. 


Appeal by Prosecutors 
In Sugo Case Rejected 


The Supreme Court yester- 
day rejected an appeal filed by 
prosecutors in connection with 
the Sugo police box dynamiting 
case. 


The rejection of the appeal 
absolved the defendants of 
charges of having blown up the 
Sugo police box in Oita Prefec- 
ture, 


The Sugo dynamiting case, 
alternatively known as the case 
of the disappearing policeman, 
stirred wide interest, especially 
on the question of whether it 
was a police frame-up or the 
doings of the Japan Communist 
Party, 

The case occurred on June 2, 
1952, when the Sugo police box 
was blown up by an explosive. 

Police who had been planted 
nearby arrested Hideo Goto, a 
member of the Japan Commu- 
nist Party, and another person 
“In. the act of commission of 
crime.” Three other JCP mem- 
bers were later arrested at their 
homes. 

Brought to trial, the five de- 
fendants were found guilty by 
the Oita District Court in 1955 
of having blown up the police 
box and possessing explosives, 
and were sentenced to prison 
terms ranging from one to 10 
years. 

In an appellate decision hand- 
ed down two years later by the 
Fukuoka Higher Court, all de-

| Animal Talk

‘Slipped Dises in Dogs’ 
(Cont'd) 


In yesterday’s column, an 
explanation was made as to the 
anatomy and function of the in- 
tervertebral discs. Now to con- 
tinue as to what types of disc 
injuries there are. 


The first classification of disc 
injury is protrusion or extrusion 
of the intervertebral disc. As 
mentioned before, the inner, 
soft, pulpy area (nucleus pulp- 
osus) is surrounded and con- 
tained within a very strong 
ligament. Now, any weakening 
of this ligament and for a vio- 
lent strain (such as injury, 
sudden slipping, being dropped, 
etc.) will further cause the 
soft, pulpy material of the 
center to bulge. 


When it bulges (in the dog, 
and I imagine in the human 
(also) it does so in an upward 
(in the dog) or backward (in 
the human), direction causing 
pressure on the spinal cord. 
Occasionally it protrudes in a 
downward direction, but as stat- 
ed it rarely happens and seldom 
causes any difficulty at all. 


The second category of disc 
injury is if the strong outer 
ligament ruptures or breaks 
completely. hen this happens 
the soft, pulpy material escapes 
— og disc capsule and re- 
sults in, re on the 
spinal A or 

There is a third condition 
which can occur to a spinal 
disc. This is known as calcifi- 
cation of the intervertebral 
disc. Literally this is where 
the dise becomes inlaid or im- 
pregnated with calcium or bone 
deposits, very often resulting in 
the same end results of an ex- 
truded or slipped disc. Why 
the disc becomes calcified is not 
completely understood but in 
the next column I will tell you 
about some of the theories.

“Cornering markets went out 
with hoop skirts. Complaining 
about and trying to control com- 
petition is, at best, a cowardly 
act. Neither will produce results 
of any lasting significance.” 


So writes an American im- 
porter of a highly specialized 
apparel item, commenting on 
the article which appeared in 
this paper Nov. 7 with the head- 
line “Orderly Marketing Needs 
to Be Reasonably Based.” 


Those words come from a 
man whose industry and market 
are highly competitive, where 
competition is the stimulating 
substance of everyday life, to 
a degree which a Japanese busi- 
nessman has never understood. 

“Our dear friends in Japan 
unfortunately allow themselves 
to be misled, because they de- 
pend upon so-<alled ‘importers’ 
for guidance, whereas these 
would-be guides turn out to be 
opportunists. Nevertheless the 
greatest opportunists in the 
Japanese export field are the 
Japanese Ives who think 
nothing of the consequences of 
killing an item quickly, have no 
instincts whatsoever with res- 
pect to developing an item (ex- 
cept on rare occasion) and in- 
variably wind up using ‘price 
appeal’ as their most depend- 
able selling device.” 

Continuity vs. Opportanism 

Of course, the central idéa of 
this ntleman’s discussion is 
entirely correct—Japanese ex- 
porters in general have little 
appreciation of the idea of con- 
tinuity. The whole development 
of Japan's foreign trade in this 
century has been one of op- 
ete, meee and 
customer-nopping. This, be- 
lieve, will only give way to 
sounder marchandising as Japa- 
nese industry becomes more 
highly developed, as investment 
of more capital in production 
facilities makes wnecessary a 
sounder continuous marketing. 

In labor-intensive products, 
whether of cottage industry or 
of factories, labor has been 
forced to absorb the shocks up 
to now. Overtime work has met 
sudden demand, layoffs have re- 
sulted from the killing of ex- 
port lines. But the investment- 
cost of physical plant is conti- 
nuous, 305 days a year, 24 hours 
a day—and continuity of pro 
duction and sale becomes more 
important. 

My correspondent says else 
where in his letter: 

“There are many nts 
far more productive than mar- 
ket research that are necessary 
in the development and susten- 
ance of.a market, and I am af- 
raid it will take Japan a long 
time until they appreciate how 
and where to get their guidance, 
because it will involve a sub- 
stantial change of thinking with 
respect to their deep-rooted tradi- 
tions. Undoubtedly it will come 
in time, but it is difficult at the 
present time to speculate in 
which future generation. The 
pity of it is that there is a great 


market in the United States and |

Informed sources said Paki- 
stan hoped to produce mainly 
thin plate after building up an 
iron mill capable of the annual 
production of 150,000 to 200,000 
tohs in terms of blister steel 
by a joint Japanese-Pakistani 
venture. 

Meanwhile, the Kobe Steel 
Works Ltd. is now negotiating 
with the Pakistani authorities to 
establish an iron mill with the 
annual production capacity of 
100,000 tons in East Pakistan. 

In this case, the Japanese 
company would supply 30 or 
40 per cent of the necessary 
machinery, worth about ¥5,600 
million, which is expected to be 
exported from Japan, as invest- 
ment. The remainder would be 
supplied on a deferred payment 
formula. 

Pakistan, on the other hand, 
would invest local currency 
equivalent to ¥2,200 million for 
the venture.

Changes in the 1941 range of 
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Resolution Against Colonialism 


The United Nations General Assembly on Wednesday 
adopted a resolution calling for the end of colonialism by 
89 votes’ to nil, with nine abstentions. The nations abstain- 
ing from voting on the resolution were the United States, 
Britain, France, Belgium, Portugal, South Africa, Australia, 


Spain and the Dominican Republic, but not all 


possess colonies.

The General Assembly showed good sense by rejecting 
by a vote of 47 to 29, with 20 abstentions, a Soviet proposed 
amendment that would have set a deadline for abolishing 
all colonialism by the end of 1961, 


The resolution that gained approval was sponsored by 
43 nations and represented the views of most of the Afro- 


Asian members. 


It declared that the subjugation, domina- 


tion or exploitation of a foreign people was a denial of 
human rights and contrary to the United Nations Charter, 
that armed action and measures of repression against 
dependent peoples should be stopped and that steps should 
be taken immediately in subjugated territories to transfer 
all powers to the peoples of these territories unconditionally 


and without reservation. It 


also pronounced the dictum 


that any attempt to reduce or destroy a country’s national 
unity and territorial integrity was against the aims and 
principles of the United Nations. 

Presumably, this resolution will now require to be inter- 
preted With practical common sense by the nations that 
are in charge of territories which lie outside their metro- 
politan Iimits. With the main principle that all peoples 
should enjoy self-government we can fully agree, but the 
setting up of independent states may not be easy of 
achievement in some cases. There are areas in the world. 
which have never been independent states in the modern 
sense and could hardly form viable units. 

The cry of “colonialism” has, of course, been used by 
Soviet Russia with considerable success as a weapon with 
which to attack various Western countries of which it is 
acutely jéalous, and this despite the fact that Russia is 
an extréme example of a colonizing power. 


It is true that the dependent peoples of the Soviet Union 
do not lie overseas but inhabit a contiguous land area. 
Nevertheless, it is impossible not to feel that Lithuania, 
Latvia, Estonia, Bessarabia, Armenia, Georgia, Central Asia 
and other territories are just as much “colonies” as the 
overseas territories still controlled by Western nations. 

Some of these areas have been conquered by Russian 
armed forces but the instrument by which they are kept 
in a state of subjugation to Moscow is communism, a 
political, economic and social doctrine which has been 
developed by the Russian leaders in order to build an 
empire more extensive than that possessed by the Tsars. 

But in addition to these wholly captive territories there 
are large areas which, although supposed to be sovereign 


states, are in fact Russian “spheres of influence.” 


Poland, 


Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Romania and Bulgaria know well 
that they dare not break away from Moscow’s over-all 
domination which, although it may appear to be nebulous 
at times, is felt to be very real when any serious question 
arises as to what attitude such countries should adopt in 


international politics. 


It may well be asked, therefore, will Moscow implement 
this new ‘resolution of the United Nations Assembly or 
seek by a quibble to claim that it can keep what it has 


seized while the other nations must 
“colonies,” if they have them?

It is questionable if “colonialism” can be 


an all-eribracing term; what we hope to see is the promotion 
of genuiné democracy and representative self-government 
throughout the world, but we realize that this objective 
is not likely to be attained without a great deal of unhurried 
hard work and the exercise of common sense. 


_ Teachers and Patriotism 
Minister Araki Continues I His Reform of ‘Progressive’ Education 


Education Minister Masuo 
Araki is one of the six ministers 
carrying on from Prime Min- 
ister Ikeda’s first Cabinet, but 
his continuance in office has 
drawn particular attention be- 
cause of his well-known re- 

udiation of the leftist Japan 

eachers Union. 

The JTU has long since been 
trying to protest its “noncon- 
fidence” in the Education Min- 
ister. 

In the first “low-posture” 
Ikeda Cabinet, Minister Araki 
earned a nickname through his 
high-pressure dealings with the 
jeftist union officers. That 
nickname “ko-itten”—the high 

int—is punned on another 
“ko-itten” in the Cabinet, which 
means “attractive point” or a 
single female member in an all- 
male group, obviously ex-Wel- 
fare Minister Masa Nakayama. 

Her conspicuous absence in 
the second Cabinet has made 
the Prime Minister’s endorse- 
ment of Araki'’s policies stand 
out by contrast. It has been 
whispered that the Prime Min- 
ister was not particularly im- 
pressed with the administra- 
tive performance of the first 
woman minister in Japan's 
history. 

Japanese Common Sense 

Certainly, Minister Araki is 
a veteran administrator, whose 
ability has been tested in his 
former bureaucratic career, as 
well as in the municipality of 
Omuta, Kyushu. But his educa- 
tional views, so far as he aired 
them from the ministerial post, 
appear to be rather a forthright 
articulation of Japanese com- 
mon sense permeated with con- 
servative feelings than an out- 
come of deliberate reasoning. 

To one sharing that com- 
mon sense, it would seem that 
there is no need of comment 
upon something obvious. But 
the fact remains that Araki's 
statements have been accepted 
as a challenge by the Teachers 
Union, as well as by a consider- 
able number of intellectuals 
of this country. Some refiec- 
tions on the matter seem neces- 
sary, as discussions, and even 
dispute, will continue for some 
time to come. 

According to a Diet testi- 
mony made in September, the 
number of Communists in the 
JTU was estimated to be only 
3,000 out of the total member- 
ship of 500,000. Not only quan- 
titatively but qualitatively, the 
Communist influences should 
not be overestimated. The over- 
all leftist inclinations of the 
schoolteachers cannot be ex- 
plained away as a product of 
Communist infiltration. 

Not Fally Conscious 

Unlike the avowed Com- 
munists, the teachers are not 
fully conscious of their leftist 
position. They think that they 
are merely opposing what they 
suppose to be a resurgence of 
Japanese militarism, but they 
do not think clearly over the 
consequences of and the respon- 
sibility involved in their opposi- 
tion. 

Their sentiments can be un- 
derstood, however, in the light 
of the Japanese aversion to war, 
a strong reaction against the 
wartime experiences of re 
gimentation, and also the effect 
of the Allied occupation policies. 

The aversion to war is not 
difficult to understand, although 
some aspects of Japanese war- 
time life, such as the brutality 
of noncoms tacitly approved by 
the officers and the stupidity 
of some haughty leaders of the 
neighborhood associations “to- 
nari-gumi,” must be referred to 
direct experience. As for oc- 
cupation policies, however, ‘ex- 
planations seem in order, 

Postwar Education 

Perhaps it was no fault of 
the men in Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur's occupation headquar- 
ters, but the postwar concept 
of education in Japan came too 
close to the philosophy of John 
Dewey, the famous U.S, think- 
er. While the “abstract” na- 
ture of the thing is downgrad- 
ed as being merely conceptual, 
educators wanted to let chil-

dren see the operations and re- 
lations in the world of our liv- 
ing experience. 

Emphasis upon experience 
may be good for mature adults 
but it is sometimes a little too 
much for the young, who are 
ready to accept simple instruc- 
tions like those from Decalogue 
but not quite ready to accept 
the instructions required for a 
citizen in social complexities. 
Home and field work in social 
Studies, for instance, began to 
tax parents and even outsiders 
such as the staff in newspaper 
morgues, who had either to do 
the assignment for the child- 
ren or at least oblige them by 
answering their questions. 

“Postwar” education must be 
evaluated, of course, not only 
on its negative side but also 
on the side of its achievement, 
if there is anything that can 
be called so. Postwar educa- 
tion, coupled with the effects 
of television and other mass 
media, has produced a younger 
generation which is worldly 
wise but moraliy unstable. 

Readily Accepted 

Since the entire Japanese na- 
tion was then learning from 
the big, bitter experience of 
war and witnessing the down- 
fall of the authority of the Em- 
peror and the Government, the 
so-called democratic education 
with emphasis upon experience 
Was readily accepted. Even 
those who saw a danger in the 


new trend could not speak out, 
at least in part for lack of cour- 
age. But the effect of political 
violence such as the “purge” 
cannot be overlooked, 

If the ailment is correctly 
known, the cure should be sim- 
ple. We should regain our trust 
in morality, tradition or what- 
ever else it is called in our 
language. Amid the confusion 
known as “the postwar libera- 
tion of sex,” for instance, we 
should uphold sex morality with 
more simplicity. We should not 
behave as if we see some merits 
jn sex experiments. 

Restoration of Morality 

The Education Ministry's at- 
tempt to institute and gradual- 
ly strengthen moral education 
certainly seems to represent t 
minimum restoration of our tra- 
ditional morality. But there is 
a rather unfortunate twist to 
it, for instance, in Minister Ara- 
ki’s commendation of “patrio- 
tism.” 

Not that patriotism is some- 
thing dangerous as the leftists 
allege. It is surely natural and 
healthy. But patriotism, as love 
of one’s country, cannot be 
preached unless the countrymen 
already feel that love in their 
heart. 

Yet that love can be awaken- 
ed when the nation’s morality 
as a whole is sound and the 
country as a whole is making 
steady progress. An overhasty 
attempt to impose “patriotism” 
is destined for failure.

Trade With Africa 

Trading firms in Japan are 
vigorously attempting to pro- 
mote trade with African nations 
and more orders are coming 
from these countries for machi- 
nery and plants. When an in- 
crease in trade with the United 
States is not probably due to the 
US. dollar saving policy and 
Japan faces strong competitor 
nations in the Southeast Asian 
' and Middle Eastern markets, it 
is time for this country to culti- 
vate markets in Africa.

Vote on Colonialism 

The plenary session of the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly adopted Wednesday a draft 
declaration relating to colonial 
independence cosponsored by 
43 Afro-Asian and other na- 
tions. “The newly adopted de- 
claration pointed up the neces- 
sity of putting an end to all 
forms of colonialism as soon as 
possible and unconditionally, 


while a similar Soviet proposal 
calls for immediate a uncon- 
ditional abolition of the colonial 
setup. But the former did not 
give any definite time for such 
discontinuation as did the So- 
viet proposal nor did it mention 
anything relating to the East- 
West cold war. The only ques- 
tion regarding the declaration 
is a passage in it stating that 
inadequate preparations for pol- 
itical, economic and social af- 
fairs are not valid reasons to 
delay the granting of indepen- 
dence to a colony. The turmoil 
in the Congo has shown that 
granting independence to an ill 
prepared colony will often 
mean trouble for the colony it- 
self and pose a threat to world 
peace—Nihon Keizai Shimbun 


Turmoil in Laos 

One of the major reasons for 
the current Laotian turmoil is 
the fact that the country is sur 
rounded by the pro-American 
South Vietnam and Thailand 
and the Communist bloc nations, 
North Vietnam and China. Since 
it ig girted by these nations, 
Laos must be influenced by 
them. Another reason is that 
the country’s industry is most 
backward, thus the Government 
is in great financial straits. Laos 
depends upon the United States 
for 80 per cent of its annual out- 
lays. Such a predicament will 
inevitably make it impossible 
for the country to maintain 
even its independence. Besides, 
if being influenced by neigh- 
boring countries as it is it is 
well-nigh impossible to even 
unify the nation.

Sugo Case 

The Supreme Court Friday 
rejected an appeal by prosecu- 
tors in connection with the Sugo 
police box dynamiting case and 
absolved the defendants of 
charges of having blown up the 
police box. As a result of the 
Supreme Court ruling, the po- 
lice. have yet to discover who 
the culprits are. But it cannot 
possibly be understood why the 
police are not in a position to 
trace the culprits responsible 
for the perpetration of such a 
sensational crime.

Medical Fees 

The question of raising medi- 
cal fees under the existing s0- 
cial health insurance system 
has finally come to the front. 
Welfare Minister Yoshimi Furuli 
at a meeting of the Lower 
House Social and Labor Special 
Committee Thursday made it 
clear that he wanted to raise 
medical fees on April 1, next 


year, because the existing ones 
are unreasonable. Even if 
medical fees should be raised, 
the Minister must first consult 
the Central Social Insurance 
Medical Council, a Govern- 
ment advisory body. He should 
also give clear explanations 
about the circumstances leading 
to the projected raise. What 
the people generally want to 
know is whether the nation’s 
physicians are actually gaining 
or losing in their profession. 
Generally speaking, they feel 
that this profession pays ade- 
ae though not lucrative- 
ly. e

data such as changes in drug

Polio Vaccine 


The Welfare Ministry's an- 
nouncement that polio vaccine 
will be made easily available 
next year was welcome news to 
mothers with little children. Ac- 
cording to the announcement, 
Japan will make 3,000 iiters of 
Salk vaccines and import 2,100 
liters of vaccine from the Unit- 
ed States and the Soviet Union 
next year. While this is indeed 
a gratifying event, the improve- 
ment of environmental hygiene 
is a prerequisite for the eliml- 
nation of polio. Strenuous ef- 
forts should be made to make 
the towns and villages cleaner 
places to live in to prevent a 
repetition of this ‘year’s mass 
outbreak of polio.—Kahoku

If women voters wish to have 
a woman or women in the 
Cabinet the increase of Diet- 
women is important.

Crowded Skies 


LONDON—Last Wednesday, 
the Ministers for Aviation of six 
West European countries met 
in Brussels to sign a “Eurocon- 
trol Convention” which will re- 
sult in making Europe’s upper 


. alr space much safer for higtt 


fiying and high-speed jet air- 
craft. Under the ‘ 
convention two 
inter - European 
bodies will be 
set up, a Perma- 
nent Commis- 
sion for Safety 
of Air Naviga- 
tion and, work- 
ing under its 
supervision, an 
Air Traffic Serv- 
ices Agency. 

The advent of the jet airliner 
operating at heights of over 20, 
000 feet. which were formerly 
the exclusive province of mili- 
tary aircraft, has made a tight- 
er control of air traffic over Eu- 
rope’s crowded skies urgently 
necessary, as was dramatically 
lilustrated only a few weeks ago 
when a British jet aircraft car- 
rying the Queen narrowly avoid- 
ed collision with military air- 
craft. 


With planes fiying at over 
600 miles an hour, it is impos- 
sible to rely on visual lookout 
to avoid collisions, even in favo- 
rable weather. Control from 
the ground is necessary, and 
to be effective that control must 
be in the hands of a single agen- 
cy working regardless of nation- 
al boundaries. Since 1958, the 
six countries of the European 
Economic Community have been 
working on details of a plan to 
establish such a “Eurocontrol” 
organization. In 1959, Britain 
joined in the discussions and 
last June announced that she 
would participate in Eurocon- 
trol. Italy, which has first to 
solve some special problems of 
her own, was the only one of 
the seven countries not to sign 
the convention this week. 


It is to be hoped that other 
European countries will ulti 
mately join the’ organization. 
Meanwhile, there is general 
pleasure in London that Brit 
ain has been able to seize the 
opportunity to demonstrate her 
willingness and ability to work 
side by side with the Common 
Market countries on a useful 
and practicable “European” pro- 
ject. 


Social Discipline 


The Federal German Republic 
has an enviable record of indus- 
trial peace. Last year, loss of 
work through strikes averaged 
less than two minutes per work- 
er. There are many reasons 
for this state of contentment, 
but high wages do not appear 
to be one of them. 
average wages in West Ger- 
many have nearly doubled over 
the past 10 years, they started 
at what is by Western Euro- 
pean standards a rather low 
level. Even now, with an aver- 
age wage of 10 guineas a week, 
the German worker is still be- 
low that of some other Euro- 
peans; British workers, for in- 
stance, have an average wage 
of over £14 a week, | 


The answer lies to some ex- 
tent in the German system 
under which labor agreements 
are contracts in law and en- 
forceable in the courts. Coupl- 
ed with this is legislation passed 
in 1952 which obliges any firm 
employing more than four 
workers to give them a voice 
in management. By any stand- 
ards, too, the West German 
worker enjoys good conditions 
of work. His sick pay is 90 per 
cent of earnings, he has good 
holidays with pay and can look 
forward to a pension which will 
give him a comfortable old age. 


It might be thought that the 
workers’ many rights and pri- 
vileges might prejudice freedom 
of action of their employers. 
That it is not so is due to the 
Germans’ strong sense of order 
and social discipline, which in- 
sures that everyone knows and 
respects his own and the other’s 
place in society. For example, 
it is noticeable how readily in 
the works’ councils the work- 
ers’ representatives accept the 
fact that the boss has a right to 
be master in his own house, 


Avenues of Unity 


Ten years ago, Britain and 
France, together with the three 
Benelux countries, signed a 
convention to coordinate their 
road systems Into an interna- 
tional network. Since then, 
eight more European countries 


have signed the same conven- 
tion and international roads, in- 
dicated by E—for European— 
and a number, are striking out 
across Europe's frontiers. 


This is indeed a period of in- 
tensive roadbuilding in Europe, 
as governments endeavor to 
keep pace with the enormous 
and unexpectedly swift growth 
of road traffic. Even Italy and 
Germany, who with their fine 
prewar autostrade and auto- 
bahn were ahead of other coun- 
tries in possessing fine modern 
road networks, are having to 
bulld hard tq keep up with the 
demand, 


Germany is building new mo- 
torways at a rate of 100 miles 
each year and has completed 
stretches which will form part 
of two major European high- 
ways—E Three (Stockholm to 
Lisbon) and E Four (Helsinki 
to Lisbon). 


Italy is building a £100 mil- 
lion highway which is full of 
novel engineering features, in- 
cluding concrete and steel walls 
and artificial tunnels as protec- 
tion against landslips. rance 
has planned 1,000 miles of mo- 
torways branching out from 
Paris in all directions. Roads 
radiating from Rotterdam en- 
able trucks and trailers carry- 
ing British exports to be dri- 
ven off ships at Belgian and 
Dutch ports and fed into the 
continental road network. Work 
now being completed on British 
motorways will add links vital 
(to & Two London to Brindisi) 
and E Five (London to Istanbul 
and Ankara). Once roads were 
driven across European fronti- 
ers under the flag of 


The Play’s the Thing 


Though the theater in Britain 
has responded well to the chal- 
lenge, first of the cinema and 
then of television, the actor's 
life is, as everywhere, a pre- 
carious one. London, the thea- 
ter’s barometer with its theaters, 
excluding repertory houses, can 
show a number of long runs, 
the average at the moment be- 
ing 14 months. But out of some 
9,000 actors in Britain, more 
than a third are, it has been 
estimated, out of work at any 
given time. 


Yet, despite the hazards, there 
is never any shortage of young 
men and girls with a burning 
desire to act. The drama 
schools are besieged by five 
times as many would-be new 
entrants into the profession as 
they can take. There have from 
time to time been suggestions 
that entry into the profession 
should be made more difficult 
so as to keep down the num- 
bers to the level of demand, 

But most British actors seem 
to be opposed to the idea. Like 
all genuine artists, the actor is 
less interested in financial secu- 
rity than in giving full expres- 
sion to the abilities he believes 
are within him; and competi- 
tion in a crowded profession is 
a spur to endeavor. Actors have 
more pride in their work than 
what the profession puts into 
their pockets. Their motto is 
Shakespeare’s “the play's the 
thing.” 

Britain is to adopt a 400,000 
volt system for the supergrid to 
meet increasing demands for 
electric power. This will be the 
highest voltage in high power 
transmission used commercially 
outside Russia and will give 
Britain a lead in this field. This 
should help manufacturers of 
plant and equipment in the com- 
petition for overseas markets,
